DROUTH FUND SET 
AT $525,000,000 


Roosevelt Asks Congress 
for Money To Relieve 
Midwest Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—(UP)— 
President Roosevelt today asked con- 
gress for $525.009.000 to combat the 
ravages of a drouth which has become 
a national disaster. 

Congress was expected to appropri- 
ate the money immediately so that the 
administration can forestall suffering 
in those states where the land was 
seared the reddest. 

The president outlined the coming 
battle against the cruelty of nature 
in a special message to congress, prob- 
ably the last of such communications 
to be written during the present ses- 
sion. In it Mr. Rocaevelt explained 
that the campaign would be pushed 
on these seven fronts: 

Seven-Point Ca ign. 

1. $125,000,000 for special work and 
human relief. 

2. $75,000,000 for live stock pur- 


chases, in addition to the fund now 
available under the Jones-Connally 


act.

‘MAN, NATURE UNITE 
TO RELIEVE DISTRESS 
By the Associated Press. 

Man and nature joined forces Sat- 
urday to aid farmers harassed by one 
of the worst drouths in United States 
history. 

While President Roosevelt asked 
congress for $525,000,000 to finance 
the drouth relief program already un- 
dertaken by the administration, show- 
ers continued in the northern and cen- 
tral farming states and extended into 
parts of Missouri and Kansas which 
had not shared in the drouth-breaking 
rains of earlier in the week. 

President Roosevelt asked absolute 
freedom for the administration to 
spend the money as it saw fit. Of 
the money sought, he said the adminis- 
tration planned to spend $125,000,000 
for special work and human relief, 
$100,000,000 for shipping, processing 
and relief distribution of purchased 
cattle and $100.000,000 for emergency 
feed loans to farmers. 

Continued thunderstorms were fore- 
east for most of the northern and 
central states. 

In Iowa, where the drouth ceased 
to endanger crops, wind, hail and 
flood caused additional damage. 
Heavy rains were general over the 
state. An outbreak of typhoid fever 
was feared at Sioux City, lowa, where 
hundreds of acres of lowlands were 
under water. Doctors were busy 
through the day inoculating 1,500 
persons driven from their homes. 

Truck gardens and farm crops were 
riddled by hail at Atlantic, lowa. 

Continued rains in the northwest 
farm belt gave stockmen hope that 
enough feed could yet be grown to 
carry cattle and hogs through the 
winter. 

The severity of the drouth was evi- 
denced by the report of Ben Kien- 
holz, federal statistician at Fargo, 
who estimated the condition of durum 
wheat in North Dakota at 29 per cent 
of normal and other wheat at 27 per 
cent of normal. 

General rains fell in central IIli- 
nois, while showers helped to relieve 
critical drouth conditions in the north- 
ern part of the state. The rains ex- 
tended into Indiana and were heavy 
enough to be of considerable aid. 

The June 1 crop report for Iowa, 
released yesterday, showed that the 
drouth had reduced small grain, pas- 
ture and hay crops to the lowest con- 
dition on record.

War Debts—Commercial or Political? 


Once again the war debts stand 
across the international pathway to 
peace and prosperity. Disputed debts 

are always irrita- 

tions, either be- 

tween individuals 

or nations. The

son the disputed claims, made by the 

United States upon European nations 

for money loaned during the war, 

takes first place in importance over 

all the questions involved in our for- 
eign relations. 


Possibly all of us will agree, no 
matter how we may disagree about 
methods, that the future peace of the 
world is dependent upon the attitude 
of nations to each other, and that 
good will is a necessary condition to 
the success of any plan for peace. 
This consideration in itself will con- 
vince all who desire a permanent 
peace for the world, that is more 
important that we should seek such 
an agreement with our debtor nations, 
as will satisfy their sense of justice, 
than that we should seek the fulfill- 
ment of our legal rights. 


Legal Debts. 
No one, here or abroad. ever raised | 


in the usual commercial form. If the 
transaction had been made by any 
commercial organization, there could 


ject to commercial rules. But this 
money was not loaned by a commer- 
cial organization, nor was it made for 
commercial purposes. It is significant 
that our government did not, and 
could not, lend any money to these 
nations until we ourselves entered the | 
war in alliance with them, and’ made 
their cause our cause. The alliance | 
which gave us the right to make the | 
loans, without violating our position | 
as a ‘honorable neutral” was a politi- | 
cal alliance. 


Why. did we make the loans? We 
can answer with clear certainty that | 
these war loans were not commercial, | 
but purely political. Such an abnormal | 
and unusual financial transaction, as | 
the loaning of more than ten billions | 
of dollars to warn-torn and exhausted | 
nations, facing the possibility of de- 
feat—which would have carried with 
it the certainty of war indemnities to 
nations—must have had 


} 


Let me say at once that whether | 
we have changed or _ modified our) 
views as to the justification of our 
entering the war has no bearing on | 
the settlement of the question. The | 
question is, what did we think and | 
what did we believe then, and what | 
was the motive and purpose which | 


carried us with unprecented enthu- 
siasm into that war? We came to the 
conclusion, whether rightly or wrong- 
ly, that the cause of the allies was 
our cause, and that the defeat of the 
allies would be our defeat. The over- 
whelming sentiment of America adopt- 
ed the war as “our war,” and accept- 
ed with mad enthusiasm the inter- 
pretation made by our president of our 
motives and purposes. 

In that interpretation we distinctly 
said that we desired no material ad- 
vantages, either of territory, political 
power, or war indemnities. We believ- 
ed that civilization, as represented in 
the ideals of American democracy, was 
In Jeopardy, and we gladly staked all 
the resources of our nation in its de- 
fense. The question faces us then, was 
not the lending of this money a 
strategic move in the great game of 
war? 

A Common Purpose. 

The money was loaned under an 
act of congress. A well-accepted prin- 
ciple for the interpretation of a leg- 
islative act is to appeal to the pur- 
pose expressed by its advocates in the 
legislature at the time of its enact- 
ment. On the floor of congress speak- 
er after speaker reegoeming grant- 
ing of these credits on fié@ ground 
that “the allies were fighting the bat- 
tles of America.” Representative 
Mann, the floor leader of the repub- 
lican party, said, amid the applause 
of the house: “We are not prepared 
to fight with our army, but there is 
one way in which we are prepared to 
engage in this war. The only way 
left to us is to finance those nations 


who are fighting our enemies. I only | 
hope and pray that the aid thus giv- | 
en may be effectual enough to end

riod hundreds of thousands of those 
boys died in the uniforms which our 
money bought, while our boys train- 
ed in safety behind their defense. Now 
we ask these nations to pay us for 
those uniforms, in which their boys 
died in our defense. If we are going 
to make this a commercial question 
—eliminating as some of our people 
demand, all sentiment—why shouldn't 
the allied nations present us with a 
bill for the services rendered by these 
boys. who died in these uniforms? 

I have not proven, nor have I tried

How can we stop the murders 
that disgrace our country? 

I recall a few comprehensive state- 
ments by Edmund Pearson recently 
published in the New York Herald 
Tribune which may answer your in- 
quiry. In the United States 12,000 to 
13,000 victims of homicide die each | 
year. These ghastly statistics have a. 
rolling torrent of shame and misery | 
behind them, and brand the national | 
character with an infamous contempt | 
for human life. 

Mr. Pearson recommends that the 
American public ‘‘cease looking upon 
murder as a sort of movie melodra- 
ma.” Millions do not so regard it, but 
millions more do and in them brutality 
works havoc. We should also show the 
tricky lawyers who-earn fat fees by 
defending hardened criminals just 
where they get off. Let public opinion, 
which is ultimately the decisive force, 
demand that the legal subterfuges and 
dilitary tactics employed by these at- 
torneys be abolished. For example, an 
attorney who is in the course of his 
defense of a man charged with murder 
tried to prove that the victim whose 
head had been smashed to pulp with 
a hammer, had died of kidney trou- 
ble, should be disbarred. That lawyer 
was plainly and unmitigated liar.

We do not need 
new laws against deeds of violence so 
much as speedier enforcement of the 
laws we have.

How much do we really know 
of the ancient Saxon language? 

A great deal of it is the bone and 
sinew of modern English, and that 
ancient speech also constitutes one 
of the chief sources of the clarity, 
force and directness in the great 
speeches of the foremost English- 
speaking orators.

or that of others. Enough is known, 
however, to establish the fact that 
under all manifestations of religion 
there is a God consciousness funda- 
mentally the same. It manifests itself 
in that awareness of the Eternal call- 
ed the “Numinos,” to which Words- 
worth has given a literary setting in 
his “Ode to Immortality.” 


Intellectual rather than spiritual 
differences separate truly religious 
men. Meanwhile they can he sure of 
this, that the more noble and prophetic 
all religious heroes and teachers are 
the more they resemble Christ. In Him 
was the outshining of that Divine 
Light, “which lighteth every man com- 
ing into the world.”

Up to a few years ago if I had 


business in Milledgeville I could leave 
Atlanta at 7 


:25 in the morning by 
the Georgia railroad and arrive at Mil- 
ledgeville about 11:50 a. m. I could 
spend four hours there on business, 
then leave there at 3:50 p. m. via 
Macon, arriving in Atlanta at 7:15 
p. m. 

At the present time it is impossible 
to make a trip in a day to Milledge- 
ville and back to Atlanta, with time 
for business there, unless the trip is 
made by bus. 

I leave Atlanta now at the same 
time as before by the Georgia rail- 
road, arriving in Covington at 8:55 
a. m. where I must remain all day 
until 5:18 p. m., arriving at Milledge- 
ville at 8:22 p. m. So I must spend 
the night in Milledgeville after a 
whole day’s trip from Atlanta, Re- 
turning I have to wait there until 
4:25 p. m. the next day, arriving 
in Macon at 5:40 p. m., missing the 
northbound train to Atlanta by 20 
minutes. So I have to spend that 
night in Macon. 

In other words, to do a few hours’ 
business in Milledgeville, 1 have to 
spend two whole days and two whole 
nights between Atlanta and Milledge 
ville. 

Fortunately I am relieved of this 
hardship by the use of the bus, but 
what sort of comment is this upon the 
railroad management which drives 
would be patrons to the bus instead 
of holding their business for the rail- 
roads as heretofore. 

This is a sample of modern railroad 
management reflecting not only on the 
railroads but on the public service 
commission which permits such a con- 
dition.

Our Indian geography is a subject | 
of inquiry pecfiliar in its interest and | 
in its character. | 


Many of the names bestowed by our 
predecessors having become incorpo- | 
rated into our language, will be trans- | 
mitted to distant generations. | 


There is still attainable a 
amount of geographical information 
pertaining to the period of Indian oc- 
cupation, which if neglected, must | 
fade, ere many years, from remem- 
brance. It mav be considered fortu- 
nate, that as villages and settlements 
of the Indians disappeared, and the 
cities and villages of the succeeding 
race were reared upon their _ sites, 
these ancient names were transferred 
to these later habitations. 
calities as well as our rivers, lakes. 
streams and mountains have honored | 
these ancient names which are sig- 
nificant, being either descriptive fea- ' 
tures of the country, the record of 
some historical event or interwoven | 
with some tradition. | 

The story of the historic site which | 
was known as “Standing Peachtree” | 
is interestingly related by Eugene M. 
Mitchell, in the Atlanta Historical 
Bulletin, volume II. “There is a ey 
sistent tradition that the name was| 
derived from a tall pine tree near the | 
mouth of the creek, the sides of which 
had been blazed by the Indians to ob- | 
tain resin or pitch; hence the name | 
“pitch tree,” which became corrupted 
into “Peach Tree.” The writer has 
heard it said that this “pitch tree” 
was on the top of the high hill where | 
the fort was located and was such a | 
prominent landmark that it could be | 
seen for a great distance.” 

Miss Virginia Hardin, whose grand- 
father was the first clerk of the su- 
perior court at McDonough, in Henry 
county and served as a soldier at Fort 
Peachtree, says that the name was de-. 
rived from a pitch tree. 

enerente Thomas H. Jeffries, now 
ordinary of Fulton county, who was | 
reared in that neighborhood, says that | 
Hiram Casey, one of the earliest set- | 
ilers and for many years justice of | 
the peace and for whom the district | 
was long called Casey's district, told 
him that the name was derived from 
a pitch tree and that such was the. 
derivation, has been occasionally stat- 
ed in newspaper articles.” 

Location of Indian Town. 

The Indian village or town very 
likely extended along the southeast 
bank of the Chattahoochee for some | 
distance north and south of the pres- | 
ent Peachtree creek and back east- | 
wardly along Peachtree creek and / 
Nance’s creek, Nance’s creek empties | 
into Peachtree creek about a half-| 
mile above the eonfluence of Peachtree 
creek and the Chattahoochee river. 

Peachtree creek was once called by 
an Indian name, no doubt, so many 
of the waterways were, especially 
where important towns were located. 
What the original Indian name was 
no one appears to know, but these 
citations seem authentic enough to be- | 
leve that a standing “pifch tree” gave | 
this location its earliest known name. 
There probably was an immense pine 
tree on the hill north of the creek that 
was visible for some distance. ‘To- 
day the top of this hill is covered with , 
large trees. There is even a large pine | 
tree, a likely descendant of the former 
one, The brow of this hill overhangs 
the river and “gives the impression of | 
a small Gibraltar.” | 

We know this spot was a noted 
point of vantage in the wars of later 
years, as well as during the wars of 
the Creeks and Cherokees. It offers 
a commanding view of the Chatta- 
hoochee and the island just below in 
mid-stream, as weli as “a strategic | 
lookout” for the surrounding country- 
side, consisting of hills and the low- | 
lands along the rivers edge. ‘There | 
was once a large mound just south of 
the confluence of Peachtree creek and | 
the Chattahoochee.” This mound has 
heen destroyed in the construction of 
the river pumping station for Atlan- 
tas waterworks. 

The Standing leachtree. 

There are no descendants today of 
“the standing Peachtree” in this vi- 
cinity, but there was in earlier | 
years on top of this mound. 

Who built this mound? Who plant- | 
ed this peach tree? 

There was once a large mound just 
across the Chattahoochee about 200 
vards from the river bank, which to- 
day is covered up and AS part 
of the fill for the railroad tracks of 
the Seaboard Air Line. 

The lowlands on either side of the | 
river still give positive evidence of, 
having been Indian village sites. Bits | 
of decorated pottery of conventional! 
incised designs, arrow heads cere- 
monial objects, disks which probably 
were used tor games, are still abun- | 
dant—pre-historic remains of both 
major and minor character. 

It is not strange that one branch 
of the human family should be inter- 
ested in the mute remains of another | 
even though forgotten ages have in- 
tervened the two parted com- 
pany at the threshhold of a common 
ancestral home—the one to pass leav- 
ing no intentional record of his activ 
ities, the other to make and write his- 
tery.

Thomas Jefferson, in bis quaint 
volume, “Notes on Virginia.” discusses 
the mounds his native state and 
describes ~his examination of them, 
These appeared first in the “Adver- 
tisement’’ in I¢S1-S2 and were a 
published volume 1802. Jefferson's 
archaelogical activities may be taken 
as the inception of the science of 
archaelogy in America.

“Wash” Collier’s Story.

Please tell me whether it is harm- 
ful to eat large quantities of salt on 
everything. I want everything salted 
so much that others can’t eat it. 
(C. E. 8.) 

Answer—Yes, too much salt not 
only encourages overeating but re- 
tains more water in the tissues of the 
body, which makes you loggy or flab- 
by and easily tired. Everybody needs 
a little salt daily. Persons exposed 
to extreme summer heat or artificial 
heat should consume salt rather free- 
ly on their food even with their 
drinking water. Ordinary folk should 
add no salt in cooking or else have 
none on the table. 

Chalk This Down. 

Uncle declares ordinary French 
chaik- (magnesium. carbonate) will 
neutralize acidity in the stomach as 


well as chalk you buy at the drug 


store. (C. E. P.) 

Answer—French chalk is not suit- 
able for medicinal use. Magnesium 
carbonate, which comes in two forms, 
called heavy and light magnesia, 1s 
used as an ant-acid. But magnesia 
on combining with the acid in the 
stomach becomes cathartic, and that 
renders it less desirable than prepared 
chalk (calcium carbonate) as an ant- 
acid for ordinary use. Send a dime 
and a stamped envelope bearing your 
address, for booklet “Guide to Right 
Eating” which gives particulars about 
the use of chalk and diet fur excessive 
acidity.

However, low-grade oleomarga- 
rine, which necessarily contains chem- 
ical preservative, is poor in vitamins.

which you refer is made from full 
eream whole milk, prime oleo and 
neutral leaf lard.

Editor Constitution: The Institute 
of American Meat Packers have grad- 
ed meats in 10 divisions as follows: 

0 (prime); 1 (choice); 2 (good): 
3 (good medium): 4 (medium): 5 
(fair): 6 (plain); 7 (common); 8 
(cutter); 9 (canner). 

We find that over 80 per cent of the 
total beef eaten by American citizens 
is from grades (3) to (9) inclusive. 
Others estimate this per cent higher. 
The estimate includes beef killed by 
packing houses and locally as well. 

As we understand it the army speci- 
fications permit only the use of (0), 
(1) and (2). It is our desire that

states in assisting the department of 
agriculture in formulating some help- 
ful and practical plan of handling 
beef cattle under the agricultural ad- 
justment act. 

From the latter experience I was 
given the opportunity to mix and 
mingle in intimate contact with breed- 
ers and feeders of cattle ‘from. all 
over the United States and was able 
to compare the benefits and lack of 
benefits of the southeast, as a cattle 
country. with all of the other sections 
of the United States, particularly the 
so-called cattle regions. Facts and 
conditions of other sections, hereto- 
fore unknown to me, revealed clearly 
to my mind that the southeast has 
real promise of becoming the outstand- 
ing cattle breeding and cattle-raising 
section of the entire United States. 


Cattle Numbers. 

Few of us realize that the southeast 
already possesses about one-seventh of 
the entire cattle number of the United 
States, or approximately 9,500,000 
head; notwithstanding the fact that 
we have never been “cattle minded,” 
but on the contrary have relegated 
the cow to her own destiny in washed 
gully and swamp land pastures and 
have made little, if any, provision for 
her in any feed program. 

Pastures. 

Even though most of our pastures 

are located on the least productive 


land of the farm, | 
and of the farm, and do not have the. ‘fication and eat beef which the ma- 


proper attention in underbrush and 
weed destruction, so that the grase 
can grow with more ease, yet the av- 
erage pasture in the southeast has 
twice and probably three times the 
carfying capacity of the range lands 
of Colorado, Nebraska, Wyoming and 
some sections of Texas. This is true 
largely because of our heavy rainfall. 
I have been told by many of the cat- 
tlemen from those sections that it 
requires from 20 to 25 acres of land, 
on an average, to take care of one 
cow. On our improved pasture lands 
in the southeast we have been able

to. demonstrate conclusively that one | 


acre of pasture on good land. prop- 
erly seeded and properly cared for, 
will easily maintain one cow during 
the grass-growing season. 

If we would give our pastures bet- 
ter attention by contributing some of 
the good land to pastures, scatter a 
few grass seed now and then, keep 
down the weeds and underbrush, the 
carrying possibilities of the pastures 
in the southeast would be unequalled 
by any of the western ranges and 
would be reasonably comparable to 
the blue grass sections of the middle 


states. 
Home Market. 

Without having the exact figures, 
I feel safe in saying that there is not 
a state in the southeast unless it be

Young Livestock. 

Since green feed and sunshine are 
the two essentials in raising 
young live stock, the southeast fur- 
nishes perhaps the most natural par- 
adise within the entire United States 
for the breeding and raising of young 
live stock. In no other section of the 
commonwealth except the south can 
one sow small grain in late Septem- 
ber or early October and have green 
grazing during the winter months 
of December, January and February, 
when the breeding cattle can then 
be removed to the permanent pas- 
tures and grain harvested in May or 
June without having been damaged 
by the winter grazing. The home of 
the velvet bean and the cow pea is 
confined to the south and these leg- 
umes not only improve the lands but 
furnish eplendid feed for fattening the 
cattle at a most nominal cost of pro- 


duction. 
Disadvantages. 

Although the cattle industry in the 
southeast compares favorably in num- 
bers with many other sections of the 
United States yet we compare most 


tle. Approximately 75 per cent of the 
cattle in this territory is a spindling 
native cow that has not and could 
not produce good quality of beef re- 
gardless of how much she is fed. 

In order to secure geod quality 
meat from an animal, it must first 
be of beef confirmation so that when 
the animal is put on feed the fat 
will give a general covering to the 
flesh on the outside, inside and be- 
tween the flesh. This type of animal 
appeals to the butcher or the packer 
for the reason that it not only fur 
nishes a good quality of meat for 
his trade, but the dressed carcass of 
the beef nets a much larger percent- 
age of the total weight. In _ other 
words the pure-bred beef type steer, 
properly fattened, will net the butcher 
60 or 70 per cent of the total weight 
of the steer in meat and such an 
animal would weigh from 1.000 to 
1.250 pounds at two years -of age: 
whereas, the native steer would net

our army should be given wholesome 
nourishing food of a good quality the 
same as used by the average Ameri- 
can citizen, but we also believe there 
is much good meat in grades (3) to 
(6) inclusive, leaving the first three 
grades for the wealthy who can af- 
ford to pay fancy prices for this meat. 
If the specifications were adjusted to 
read to include grade (6) the south 
could furnish much of it at present. 

Practically all the army beef used 
comes from western states, fed on 
northwestern corn, processed in north- 
ern packing houses, with railroad 
freights added to Fort Benning. The 
south is taxed the same as the rest of 
the nation to support the army. 

With grade (6) left in the specifica- 
tions it would still leave out the three 
lowest grades (7), (8) and (9) which 
millions of people in the sout? are 
now eating, enjoying and supplying 
the necessary vitamins and strength. 

It is not our aim to criticize in any 
way, our sole object being to help the 
cattle producers of the south. 


We are not interested in any one 
plant supplying this beef, we only 
bring out the point that a packing | 
plant in Columbus was unable to sup- 
ply beef to the army post because of 
the specifications while it was supply- 
ing beef in large quantities, approved 
by government inspectors, for the daily 
use of our citizens. 

Our government is trying in every 
way to help the needy and the farm- 
ers share is far behind. Why cant 
our army help us by lowering the spec- 


jority of us are now using. We trust 
we will be heard. 

We wish to thank the army for dis- 
continuing the use of foreign canned 
meats, as has been done.

The southeast does have some dis- 
advantage in raising corn sufficient 
to finish its cattle, as compared to 
sections like the states of Iowa and 
Illinois, but I believe it would pay 
us to raise enough feed to finish out 
our steers for the present home con- 
sumption demand and then to ship the 
balance of the steers, if any there be, 
as feeders into the corn sections to be 
finished for the northern markets. It 
has been said that good cattle cannot 
be raised easily without limestone. We 
know that a large portion of the 
coastal section is defective in calcium 
or lime. but Ifmestone can be cheaply 
added to the soil, as well as to the 


feed. While some def.cit of limestone 


in the soil and some limitation of feed | 


may be classified as disadvantages, 
yet we are so overwhelmed with good 
advantages that we should be en- 
couraged to overcome, as much as 
possible, the disadvantages that we 
have. 

Packers and Marketing. 

The question of the attitude of the 
packer of the southeas# has been 
criticized by a great -nany producers, 
but I have been unable to find any 
reliable evidencé, either from my per- 
sonal dealings with the packer, or 
otherwise, that they are now or have 
ever conspired to discourage the grow- 
ing of good beef in the southeast nor 
refused to pay the market price ac- 
cording to the quality of beef offered. 

The large packers have invested in 
the southeast millions of dollars in 
packing plants, not to mention the in- 
vestments of independent plants. Cat-

of cattle in other markets. Still the 


packer could make a real contributien 
to the betterment of good beef pro- 
duction in the south. 

The average housewife, as well as 
her husband, is under the impression 
that only western beef produces good 
meat. Under the present system of 
shipping meat from other _ sections, 
particularly the west, into the south- 
east, it is my information that the 
carcass is shipped without being 
branded as to the grade, although, I 
understand that some of the packers 
brand at least the first three top 
grades. But it seems to me that any 
territory where the production of 
meat is far less than the consumption, 
tegulatory methods by legislation 
should make it necessary that all 
meat coming into our territory should 
be branded according to grade for the 
following reasons: beef carries eight 
or 10 grades from prime down to can- 
ner. 

The canner is the poor, scrub, bog- 
gy cow that is bought from the west- 
ern ranchman or dairyman, as well as 
from the southeast, mostly used for 
canning purposes. Much of the lower 
grades of western meat and possibly 
some ‘of the canner grade is sold as 
“western meat.” The retail butcher 
recognizing the popular demand for 
“western meat” yields to this demand 
and feels justifiable in selling to his 
customers the lower grades of western 
meat at a cheap price in competition 
to the better grades of local meat. 


| This custom has a most depressing ef- 


fect on good local meat. 

The southern packer is in a posi- 
tion to do a great deal for the local 
producer of cattle and also the local 
consumer. He should encourage the 
growing of good beef by the producer 


In other words when the 
packer secures from the producer a 
prime or choice carcass of beef he 
should brand that meat as locally pro- 
duced, so that the consumer would 
know that it is possible to get good 
meat locably grown. I believe that we 
are all disposed to buy products that 
are produced locally provided they 
have the quality. It has certainly been 
demonstrated, beyond any peradven- 
ture, that this section can produce as 
fine a quality of meat as can be pro- 
duced by any section of the United 
States. 

I hope that the Atlanta Constitution 
will continue the splendid efforts that 
it has made in the past to encourage 
the growing of good cattle in the 
southeast and the production of good 
meat in the sutheast, and at the same 
time, will use the tremendous power 
which it has to help educate the con- 
sumer to choose local meat when the 
quality is available. The  indiscreet 
buyer of meat often suffers under the 
illusion that all western meat is good, 
but if he would be more selective 
and make inquiry of the butcher as 
to whether or not he has good local 
meat, more frequent than otherwise. 
the purchase would result in a good 
quality of meat. Certainly the more 
the consumer calls for good local 
meat, the more disposed will be the 
butcher to seek good local meat. 

In closing I cannot help repeating 
what you have already said: “The 
southeast seems to be standing over 
a veritable gold mine in the potential 
cattle wealth of this section but for 
some reason we do not catch the op- 
portunity.”

New Treason Code 
Invoked in Russia 


MOSCOW, June 9.—(4)—Treason, 
espionage and flight abroad are defi-| 
nitely made punishable by death in a 
new section of the criminal code pro- 
mulgated by the central committee of 
the soviet union. 

The same -section provides that 
adult relatives of military men who 
escaped abroad may be _ imprisoned 
from five to ten years if they had 
knowledge of treasonable plans and 
may be exiled to Siberia for five years 
even if ignorant of such plans. 

Civilians and military men alike 
may be executed for treason, and all 
their property confiscated. In the case 
of civilians, if there be mitigating cir- 
cumstances, the punishment may be | 
reduced to 10 years’ imprisonment. 

No such leniency is provided in the 
case of military and naval men found 
guilty of treasonable actions, and any 
officers having knowledge of treason- 
able plans will be imprisoned for 10 
vears if they fail to denounce the 
plotters.

DR. CRILE CLAIMS ' 


CLEVELAND, June 9.—(P)—A 
conclusion by Dr. George W. Crile 
that eventual extinction of mankind 
may result from present “high-speed 
living” was disclosed last night in a 
book just published by the _ noted 
Cleveland physician. 

The danger, Dr. Crile asserts, arises 
from the tendency of civilization, espe- 
cially. “high-strung”’ modern life, to 
stimulate too frequently and too pow- 
erfully the thyroid and adrenal glands, 
the brain, and their interconnecting 
nerves. 

Under such conditions, the noted 
surgeon holds, this group of organs, 
termed the kinetic system, is apt to 
become over-developed and hyper-sen- 
sitive, and then tend to destructively 
dominate the entire body. 

Just as the Irish elk became ex- 
tinct presumably because evolution- 
ary processes developed its horns so 
large that the last generation no 
longer could support them, so Dr. 
Crile believes the human animal is 
threatened with over-development of 
its kinetic system, especially the thy- 
roid gland and the brain. 

In his book entitled “‘Diseases Pe- 
culiar to Civilized Man,” the doctor 
presents a vast amount of evidence to 
support an assertion that “it would 
appear that the brain and the thyroid 
gland are undergoing a progressive 
evolution owing to the operation of 
the principle of orthogenesis.” 

This principle holds that when an 


animal species begins to vary defi- 
nitely in any direction it cannot re-| 
verse itself, and the species continues | 
to vary in that direction even if it 
is tending toward destruction. |

These remarks of Mr. Charley Hall were printed in 
the newspapers whereupon they brought down upon the 
slightly bald dome of Mr. Charley Hall the excoriations 
and denunciations of the clique managing the winter 
tour.

CLARKSDALE, Miss:, June 9.— 
()— Hampered by the reports of of- 
ficers that members of a mob that 
lynched two negroes last night were 
“unknown” to them, the district at- 
torney’s office has begun an investi- 
gation into the hangings. A coroner's 
jury declared the negroes came to 
their death at the hands of unknown 
parties. 

District Attorney Greek Rice re- 
turned from Lambert today where he 
went to make a “complete and thor- 
ough” investigation of the midnight 
action of the mob, estimated to have 
numbered 125 men. ; 

The two negroes, Isaac Thomas, 
alias Snow Ward, and Joe Love, alias 
Stewart, were seized from officers at 
Alligator, three miles from Lambert 
and hanged from a trestle for an al- 
leged attack on the young wife of 
plantation manager near Sledge. 

Deputy Sheriff John Robert Spidle, 
of Quitman county, who was with 
Sheriff W. T. Haynes, of Quitman, 
when the mob seized the negroes said 
Quitman county officers did not recog- 
nize any of the members of the mob. 


Communications Bill 
Goes to White House 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—(@)— 
Concentrated federal regulation of the 
communications industry became cer- 
tain today with final congressional 
action on the administration-requested 
Ravburn-Dill bill to transfer existing 
distributed authority to a single com- 
mission.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—(P—~ 
Senator Vandenberg, republican, Mich- 
igan, said in the senate today that 
selfish interests were trying to “tear 
down” the federal deposit insurance 
system, despite its “amazing record” 
during the past six months. 

Vandenberg. author of the tem- 
porary deposit insurance law now in 
effect, said it had become “the main 
stee] beam in the reconstruction pro- 
gram” and had “an amazing record 
in the restoration of public confi- 
dence” during its first six months of 
operation. 

He read criticism of the o eration 
of the law from the American Bark- 
er. a trade magazine, and a newspaper 
editorial based upon the criticism, 
which he said was totally unfounded. 

The attacks of the system, Vanden- 
berg said, were “calculated to shatter 
confidence in banking‘ all over again” 
and asserted “there is no excuse or 
justification for such loss of confi- 
dence,” 

He challenged anyone to cite a 
similar six-month period of American 
history when there ‘vere only two bank 
failures. and said the two which had 
met troubles under the new law svere 
comparatively small institutions.

Graves, whose record was made the 
issue by the incumbent governor, B. 
M. Miller, four years ago, has offered 
for a second term on that record and 
led the ticket in the first primary by 
34,000, but still was far short of a 
majority. The former governor in seek- 
ing a second terms defied a precedent 
of more than 30 years in which no 
governor has been able to win a sec- 
ond term, and few have tried. 


Dixon’s Platform. 


Dixon’s principal platform planks 
were reorganization of the state gov- 
ernment, adopting the “short ballot” 
with only the governor, lieutenant 
governor, public service commission 
and judiciary to be elected by the peo- 
ple. On prohibition he declared for im- 
mediate legalization of light wines and 
beer with hard liquors to be dispensed 
in sealed packages from state stores 
in counties that vote them. 


Graves pointed to his record of four 
years in the governor's chair as one 
of progress, during which a minimum 
seven-month school term was estab- 
lished, bridges and highways con- 
structed and other progressive steps 
taken,

NASHVILLE, Teun., June 9.— 
Only a person grossly unfamiliar 
with industrial problems of America 
would have advanced the theory of 
Professor Mordecau Ezekiel that the 
south be prohibited from establishing 
the newsprint industry—tke success 
of which has been tested in scientific 
laboratories, which has been “invit- 
ed” by the government. and which 
would prevent the expenditure abroad 
of $170,000.000 annually—John E. 
Edgerton, president of the Southern 
States Industrial Council, declared 


here. . 

“The idea that America should es- 
tablish no new industries, since it is 
important for foreign countries to 
continue to sell their products to 
American citizens lest international 
trade relationships become more in- 
volved than they are at present is 
both unprecedented and unsound. The 
administration has repeatedly urged 
|capital to have faith in the govern- 
ment and to embark on new invest- 
ments. Industrialists have been urged 
to provide more employment, to get 
more money into circulation. 

Few New Investments. 

“The capital has made such a few 
new investments since 1929 has been 
due in a large measure to fear and 
uncertainty. Should the government 
fall into the policy of inhibiting and 
proscribing after the manner. sub- 
scribed by Professor Ezekiel, only in- 
creased fear of increased government 
interference and supervision could fol- 


low. 

“During 19383 only $160,000.000 
went into new investments in Amer- 
ica. The average for the decade prior 
to 1929 was four billion of dollars. 
The 1933 investments represented only 
4 per cent of the annual average es- 
tablished over a decade. In England 
few investments in 1933 represented 
54 per cent of the annual average of 
the same 1918-1928 decade. Causes 
underlying the wide difference would 


bear close investigation,” Mr. Edger- 


ton said. 


National Problem. 
Mr. Edgerton stressed the fact 


that the problem facing the news- 


print industry is a national, and not 
a southern one, even though the 
southern pine has been found to be 
the raw product which wiil prevent 
the United States from having to im- 
port two-thirds of its newspaper print 
and wood pulp.

One of the greatest differences be- 
tween a well-kept and an unkept place 
lies in the proper pruning of shrub- 
bery and shade trees.

| An old theory stated that pruning 
| decreased the vitality of the plant, but 
such is not the case with the possible 
exception of some very few plants, like 
grapes, that bleed very profusely, if 
pruning is done while the say is run- 
ning. 

It can positively be said here that 
practically all of our common shrubs 
and trees may be safely pruned in 
summer and that this pruning will act 
as a direct stimulus to their growth. 

The third reason for pruning is for 
the purpose of training the plant. 
Thus, with some trees and shrubs that 
thrive better with open tops, allowing 
sunshine to penetrate through to the 
inner branches, we must thin out the 


Then we strive with many of our 
broad-leaved evergreens, and practical-

ily all of our conifers to keep them 


in shapely bounds, some round ‘or 
globe-shaped. some pyramidal, other 
columnar, and so on with the va- 
rious desired shapes. Now, in order 
to maintain these shapes with strong, 
Vigorous plants, we must prune sev- 
eral times during the summer or rapid 
growth period. This pruning not only 
keeps the plants looking neat and at- 
tractive, but tends to thicken them 
where there may be thin places along 
the sides. 

Of course, each different kind of 
plant requires a little different type 
of pruning according to the purpose

place where the pruning, either sum- 
mer or winter, has been neglected for 
a season. 

Because of the fact that a majority 
of the pruning should be, and is done, 
during the winter, that part of the 
pruning that should necessarily be 


‘done during the summer is very often | 
| neglected. 


It is important, too, to remember 
that there is nothing mysterious about 
After all, it is a simple, un- 
derstandable, necessary operation. If 
we will think of pruning in the terms 
of purposes desired, it will resolve it- 
self into the simplest of garden opera- 
tions. 

There are three underlying purposes 


in the practice of pruning: 


First—Sanitation. 
Second—Stimulation. 
Third—Training.

'tions for growth and maturity. 
So pruning is quite necessary

| We learned back in the winter that

| of growth, an outburst of fresh vigor 
_in the plant such as mafebe had from 
judicious application of manure and 
| fertilizer. 
It must be kept in mind in all

-even balance between the tops and the 
| roots, so consequently when we cut

With the various seasonal flower-

be done within a reasonable time after 
flowering, in order that lots of new 
growth be made before dormant sea- 
son again. This new growth is the 
flowering wood of next spring, so for 
large numbers of blooms and for them 
to be placed over the breakfast room 
| window or on the side porch trellis, 
(or whatever we so desire, we must 
prune out the shoots except those run- 


‘ning in the desired directoin, and so | 


‘train them to the location we wish. 
| Without deciduous shrubs, summer 
|pruning is resorted to to keep them 
‘in bounds, and with the early flow- 
‘ering sorts such as forsythia and the 
'fragrant bush honeysuckle, it induces 
| new growth, which flowers 
|spring. Our broad leaved evergreens, 
_being naturally of more slow growth, 
require but little more than sanitary 
| pruning,

now and then that must be cut back 
to a reasonable length to maintain 
the dignity and beauty of the plant, 
and when we-stop to consider that 
the broad leaved evergreens are the 
very backbone of our home plantings, 
then we readily see the importance of 
handling them intelligently. 

The most refreshing part of the 
entire landscape plan is that played 
by the shade trees and, I’m unhappy 
in saying that these beautiful joy- 
giving members are usually those very 
badly neglected, not only from the 
standpoint of pruning, but from fer- 
tilization and care in general, Proper 
/pruning of these cool companions will 
often-times save them from disease 
and decay that in time is apt to either 
destroy the tree or else require the 
service of expert tree surgeons to save 
them. ‘Too much attention, thus, can- 
not be given our true friends, the 
trees. 

In closing, we consider the lawn, 
not because it is the least important 
part of our landscape picture, but be- 
cause we are generally more atten- 
tive to its needs than we are to the 
others. Pruning is the life of the 
lawn, as you all know, and consists 
of regular weekly clippings or mow- 
ing throughout the growing season. 

The principle point in lawn makin 
is to force the grass to mat or stoo 
out and spread over a larger area. 
This can only be done by clean, close 
clipping at regular intervals. The 
only requirement is that the mower 
be sharp and set properly to cut clean 
and close. Borders, walks and under 
low shrubs must be cared for with 
grass shears, as the mower would be 
likely to do too much damage. In 
the practice of all forms of pruning, it 
is vital that the pruners, whether they 
be shears or clippers, or mowers or 
knives, must be sharp. The old rules 
of making the cut slanting in charac- 
ter and perferably just above an out- 
side bud to induce open growth still 
holds good with the branching types of 
plants. 

Pruning goes hand in hand with 
proper food and moisture supply, good 
drainage and careful cultivation for 
the best interests of the plants, to 
make them not only attractive speci- 
mens within themselves, but too, that 
they may fulfill their required part 
in the finished landscape picture. 


What to Plant in June. 


VEGETABLE SEEDS: Cauliflower, 
celery, watermelons, cantaloupes, to- 
mato, pumpkins, cucumber, gherkins., 
New Zealand spinch, squash and 


cowpeas. 

VEGETABLE PLANTS: Tomato. pep- 
per, eggplant, collard and cabbage 
plants, as well as sweet potato plants, 
may be put out this month. 

BEDDING PLANTS: Al! of the bed- 
ding plants for the window and porch 
boxes, as well as for the garden, may 
be planted. 

SUMMER FLOWERING BULBS: Glad- 
fjolus may be planted throughout the 
month of June. Dablias, either 
planted from tubers or from plants, 
will do well planted this month. 
Cannas and caladiums, as well as 
tuberoses, may still be planted. 

LAWNS: June is the ideal month for 
sowing Bermuda grass seed. If yours 
is an evergreen lawn, it is always 
time for tching the bare spots. 

WATER GARDENS: Both tender and 
hardy water lilies may be planted 
now. Water hyacinths may  0be 
started by dropping them in the pool. 
Egyptian lotus are always interesting 
in the lily pool. 

IRISH POTATOES: Now is the time 
to prepare a bed for fall Irish pota- 
toes. The best varieties for this sec- 
tion are Leokont Mountain, Green 
Monntain, and Peachblow. Irish cob- 
blers are good, but usually bard” te 
find for all planting.

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WILL JUSTICE TRIUMPH? 


Case of Child Buried Alive 
In Desert for Nineteen Days 
Without Parallel Our Time 


By PETER LEVINS. 


HE picture of a little girl, 

six years old, buricd alive 

for 19 days in a fetid cof- 
fin-like cage is not likely to pass 
from our minds for a long while 
to come. We may forgeg the 
mutilated corpse William Hick- 
man delivered to the father of 
Marian Parker. We may even 
forget the golden-haired infant 
murdered two years ago near 
Hopewell, N. J. But how are we 
in our lifetime to lose the picture 
of June Robles chained in that 
iron box in the desert? 

Surely human barbarity could 
conceive of no more fiendish hid- 
ing place. Not in our time has 
anything approaching this hap- 
pened. It is difficult for reason- 
ably normal persons to under- 
stand the mind that could ex- 
ecute, deliberately, such inhuman- 
itv. If the kidnapers had not 
seen the child during the 19 days 
of her captivity it would be some- 
thing else, but they did see her 
--they knew all about the blazing 
heat in the daytime, the chill 
nights alone, the horrid insects, 
the stifling smell of filth and de- 
caying food. 

But, after all, what are we to 
expect of kidnapers? Nobility of 
g60ul? 

June Robles did not know the 
meaning of the word “kidnaper.” 
Such creatures did not people her 
happy world. It had never oc- 
curred to her parents that she 
might be regarded as a likely vic- 
tim for abduction. We can well 
believe that the father and mother 
will regret this as long as they 
live. 

The child's parents, Fernando 
and Helen Robles, were not 
wealthy. The father owned a 
mere electric store in Tucson, 
Ariz. But the grandfather, 73- 
year-old Bernabe Robles, was a 
man of consequence in Arizona, 
one of the oldest and richest of 
pioneer Mexicans in the state. 
His ranch south of Tucson had 
been a landmark for 50 years. 

And June was his jewel. 

A man whose face was disgu'‘sed 
by huge sun*glasses lured the 
child into his car on the afternoon 
of April 25. His lure was not 
candy, or some such temptation, 
but merely a statement that her 
father wanted to see her. 


CHILDREN CAN 
BE DECEIVED. 


Sixty years ago Charlie Ross 
was tempted by an offer of candy 
to get into a smiling stranger's 
carriage and he was never seen 
again. For generations after that 
celebrated mystery parents have 
warned children against “accept- 
ing candy from strangers.” 


But children untrained to this 


danger can be deceived in other 
ways. Even adults can be de- 
ceived. *Willlam Hickman, you 
will recall, gained possession of 
Marian Parker by reporting at 
her school and informing the 
teacher that Marian’s father had 
been hurt and was calling for her. 
In another horrible case, Yetta 
Abramowitz went off with a man 
who offered to take her to the 
movies. Hours later the man 
strangled her on a Bronx roof 
while searchlights from the fleet 
in the Hudson moved majestically 
across the dark sky. 

June Robles, a robust child in a 
neat pink dress, left Roskruge 
school with her 6-year-old cousin, 
Barney Kengla. They headed for 
the Kengla home, where June was 
to wait for her mother. An auto- 
mobile trailed, along behind them 
and when June lagged the man 
with the sun-glasses, tall, emaci- 
ated and unshaven, beckoned to 
her, and she got into the car. 

Mrs. Harold D. Smith witnessed 
the abduction, although she did 
not at the time realize what was 
happening. She assumed thet the 
man was a relative. He was a 
white man, she said, .about 40 
years old. Young Barney said he 
was “an American in dirty 
clothes” and he drove away the 
instant June stepped into the ma- 
chine. 


AIR CAME IN 
THROUGH NAIL HOLES. 


The kidnapers had the hiding 
place all ready for their captive— 
a box made of corrugated iron 
and wood, buried in the desert 
nine miles out of Tucson. Here 


they chained her ankles to an iron 
stake driven deep into the ground. 
She could not, of course, stand 
up, for the box was only six feet 
long, three feet wide and threc 
feet high. Just enough air to 
sustain life entered through small 
nail holes in the tin trap door. 
When she tried to sit up her head 
scraped the roof. She could mere- 
ly turn to one side or the other. 


And that was about 4 p. m., 
April 25, 1934. 

The terrified child could not 
understand why this was being 
done to her. She was a good girl 
at home, and she had excelled in 
school. That very day she had 
received her report card—it con- 
tained two “ones,” indicating ex- 
cellence. She had looked forward 
with considerable excitement to 
the moment when she would show 
the card to her mother. 


Two hours after the kidnaping 
an unkempt Mexican boy deliver- 
ed a note at Fernando Robles’ 
store. The boy, Goyo Estrada, 10, 
said a man had given him a quar- 
ter to deliver the message to Mr. 
Robles. The message, which has 
never been reproduced, stated 
thet June had been’ kidnaped, 


that she would be killed if $15,- 


000 ransom was not paid at once, 
and that the father, too, would be

ne if he called in the authori- 
es. 

Robles was ordered to get the 
money, place it in a sack, and 
drive to a certain route into the 
desert. He was to throw the sack 
of money out of the car as soon 
as he saw a white cloth being 
dragged across the road in front 
of his car. The note stated that 
if the ransom were not paid be- 
tween 5 p. m. and 9 p. m. that 
very night the child‘ would never 
be seen alive again. But of course 
it was impossible to meet this 
condition for the banks had clos- 


ed for the day. 


The distracted father hastened 
home. His other daughter, Sylvia, 
three, ran to the door as he en- 
tered. 

JUNE WEPT

The hours . Out in the 
desert the little girl lay alone in 
her cruel cage. The kidnapers had 
been quick to leave, once they had 
her chained and sealed in this liv- 
ing grave. For a while thin sliv- 
ers of light cut through the nail 
holes in the roof, then night fell 
and it was pitch dark. The child 
wept and called piteously for her 
mother. But her voice was as 
sealed in here as she was her- 
self. 

Darkness and solitude. ... This 
would be a bette, story if we could 
picture what passed through her 
mind that first ghastly night. But 
we do not know. Who ever will? 
Perhaps she herself will never re- 
member much beyond the stark 
terror of the experience. We can 
only imagine how an adult might 
feel, helpless and alone as_ the 
night crept on, the chill wind 
flapped the roof, and animals 
stepped softly outside, scenting 
humanity. 

In the Robles home the family 
debated what should be done, and 
decided to inform the police. Had 
the kidnapers not laid down such 
a rigid demand for immediate 
payment the family might have 
waited. But Mrs. Robles feared 
for the life of her child—she 
wanted action. : 


NO FURTHER WORD 
FROM KIDNAPERS, 


The community met the emer- 
gency with plenty of action. The 
police—the same _ police that 
caught the Dillinger gang last 
year in Tucson—threw a cordon 
of cars about the city, sent posses 
out into the desert, conducted 
block-by-block and  house-by- 
house canvasses. Ranchers, cow- 
boys, state policemen combed the 
countryside. 


But it was a fruitless search. 


The night passed, and the 
morning. No further word came 
from the abductors. And nine 
miles out of town the child lay 
panting in the blazing heat. Her 
captors had left a can of water, 
some oranges, and some bread be- 
side her in the pit. She could 
move just enough to reach them. 
They told her they would whip 
her if she did not stop crying. 
The sun cut through the holes in 
perpendicular darts, gradually the 
light failed, and again the girl 
was enguifed in the frightful 
darkness.

while the family attempted to 
make contact with the gang. It 
was reported that a contact had 
been made but this was denied. 

Bernabe Robles made two trips 
into Mexico on the 29th and 30th, 
accompanied by close friends. 
Nothing came of these journeys. 
According to the family, the kid- 
napers were still silent. Very 
likely they were frightened by the 
immense publicity and the frantic 
search. When the furor died 
down, no doubt, they would give 
new directions. 

The father made a_ desperate 
appeal on May 1. He promised 
the kidnapers, through the news- 
papers, that the ransom would be 
paid but said that he wanted 
proof that June was alive. He 
requested them to ask the child 
four questions and to relay her 
answets hack to the family, or to 
any one else. The questions were: 

“What do you do with your 
bunnies in the morning? 

“What do you call Corney? 

What. is the name of Betina’s 
maid? 

“Where is your little box with 
the key in it?” 

Members of the family indicated 
at this time that they did not ex- 


ct an immediate answer, that 
Tiany reply might come through the 


most devious routes, possibly 
through friends of the Robles 
picked by the abductors as relay 


agents. Apparently the original 
ransom note had advised the fam- 
ily that this method would be fol- 
lowed.

Still no word. Bernabe Robles 
told reporters that every night 
since the abduction Fernando had 
been making the trip ordered by 
the kidnapers. “The money 
waits,” he said. “All is ready. 
But they do not come.” 


But the family’s hopes rose 
abruptly on the 4th, for what rea- 
son we do not know. Bernabe 
Robles said, “I feel something is 
going to happen.” Carlos Robles 
said, “I have stopped worrying.”

The ninth day passed, the 
tenth, eleventh... 


WANTS ASSURANCE 
CHILD IS ALIVE. 


June was dead, the inhabitants, 
decided, killed probably the very 
night she was taken, just as the 
Lindbergh kidnaper murdered 
Charles Jr., when he realized his 
risk. Colonel Jesus Sena y Del- 
gado, a Mexican investigator, 
heightened this feeling when he 
stated on the 6th that “he had 
reason to believe that the child 
was dead.” 

He said he had discovered an 
isolated house outside the county 
which bore evidence of having

“I have never been able to get 
the donor to allow me to pay you 
in accordance with your instruc- 
tions,” he stated in his appeal.

Accordingly, he dispatched 
the letter by special messenger to 
Tucson. 


Carlos Robles and County At- 
torney Houston started out. The 
phrasing of the note which) was 
in the same handwriting as the 
ransom note, indicated that June 
was dead. On the way they dis- 
cussed how they would break the 
news to the child’s mother. 

They drove to Wilmont, turned 
south, proceeded a mile east, 
walked 15 paces north. The heat 
shimmered over the baked earth. 
Back and forth they trudged, 
searching for some clue to the 
hiding place. More than an hour 
passed. Houston, once a sufferer 
from tuberculosis and gassed in 
the war, was close to collapse, 
Still no sign of the small body. 

The two separated in order to 
cover more territory. Houston 
stumbled through the maze of 
cacti, greasewood and mesquite. 
He trudged down a dry gulch and 
up the other side, intending to 
rest—and then he saw something 
shining in the sun.

Her legs, after the long con- 
finement, would not support her.

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HE war-time aviator gets a lot of 

thrills, risks his neck innumerable 

times, and—if he comes out of it 

alive—has a lot of very exciting 
stories to tell the folks back home. 

But if he happens, in addition, to be a 
soldier of fortune, fighting in a plane instead 
of on the ground— 

And if, on top of that, he’s in the ser- 
vice of a Latin-American country where no- 
body knows much of anything about aviation— 

And if all the aviators on the “enemy” 
side are his buddies, boon companions in 
many a carefree revel— 

Then the stories he takes back home with 
him are likely to be highly humorous, as well 
as exciting. 

A case in point is that of Col. Dean 
Ivan Lamb, one of the most experienced of 
all present-day soldiers of fortune. For Colonel 
Lamb’s experiences include all of the “‘ifs”’ 
mentioned above, and they make very amusing 
reading. | 

Colonel Lamb recently recounted his experi- 
ences in a book, ‘The Incurable Filibuster,” 
just published by Farrar and Rinehart. In 
this book he.tells of some of the strangest aerial 
combats recorded in the history of war; blood- 
less combats in which the men on each side 
tried to see how good a show they could put 
on without endangering each other’s lives. 


| FE, got his first taste of it a few years be- 
- fore the World War, when aviation was 
still a very uncertain and little understood 
game. He had already become a veteran sol- 
dier of fortune, mixing in several Latin- 
American scraps as a machine gunner, At this 
time—the spring of 1912—he had just 
learned to fly, and had wandered down to 
Naco, Arizona, looking for excitement. ! 

He found plenty of it, just across the border 
in Mexico. The revolution against Huerta 
was in full swing; the Mexican town opposite 
Naco was held by the Carranzistas ‘and was 
being besieged by the Huerta troops. Present- 
ly Colonel Lamb got in touch with one Gen. 
Benjamin Hill, commanding the Carranza 
forces there. General Hill learned that he was 
an aviator and promptly hired him. Then he 
ordered a plane from New York. ; 

The Huerta forces already had a birdman 
on the scene—one Philip Rader, a former San 
Francisco newspaper reporter and a good friend 
of Colonel Lamb's. He flew over the be- 
leaguered town several times, dropping bombs. 
So, as soon as the new plane arrived, General 
Hill insisted that Colonel Lamb take to the 
air at once. 

“Early one morning, while making a 
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troops on the ground below looked 
up in admiration at the heroic avia- 
tors fighting a duel in the skies; and 
the duel kept on until both men had 
exhausted their ammunition, when 
they waved their hands in farewell 
and flew back to their respective 
hangars. 
A little later Colonel Lamb 
found that his rickety plane was on 
the verge of falling apart. Besides, 
his pay was in arrears; so he took French 
leave and walked out on the revolution, mov- 
ing on for a barnstorming careér in the 


United States. 

During the World War Colonel Lamb 
went overseas and served as a combat pilot 
in the Royal Flying Corps of Great Britain. 
He was finally shot down in action and in- 
valided home. After the war he set out to 
look for more adventure in Latin America. 
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reconnaissance, [| saw the enemy plane 
and edged over in its direction,’ writes 
Colonel Lamb. ‘As I neared the ma- 
chine close enough to note details, the 
pilot pushed up his goggles. Sure enough, 
it was Phil Rader. 

“He seemed to recognize me, and 
while Irving to edge a bit closer we near- 
ly locked wings. He quickly sheered off, 
shaking his fist at me, and then straight- 
ened out, flying parallel. 

“He thef¥ drew a_ pistol ang fired 
downward below my machine. For a 
second my heart stopped beating as I drew 
my own gun, but before starting action it 
occurred to me that he had not actually 
aimed at me, but beneath. Following his 
example, I hred twice, and as he sudden- 
ly tilted his plane my heart jumped into 
my ‘throat, thinking that by accident he 


had been hit. 

“He straightened out again and copied my 
example by hring two shots. We then fired 
spaced shots until our guns were empty at about 


the same time. 
Needless to say, all the shots were wild. 


Reloading a revolver in the cranky planes of 
those days was hard, but Lamb and Rader 
managed it and continued with their duel. The 


The Paraguayans paid them willingly for their ex- 
ploits, not realizing that their ‘victories’ were all fakes. 


After varied experiences, he found himself in 
Buenos Aires. A revolution had started in 
Paraguay, and Colonel Lamb presently signed 
up as commander of the federal air squadron 
of 11 planes. A chum of his, an Italian flye: 
named Mazzolini, was simultaneously signed as 
commander of the revolutionists’ air squadron. 


Then Mazzolini and Lamb called together 


the various World War flyers who were 

in Buenos Aires looking for jobs, to pick 

out their crews. Lamb needed a larger 

staff than Mazzolini—the federals had 
11 planes, and the revolutionists only six. 


“The birds we had gathered together,” 
writes Colonel Lamb, “seemed to have no par- 
ticular preference for whom they fought, so it 
was arranged that I should choose two, then 
Mazzy one at a time, and the last choice would 
be one man each. In order to avoid hurting 
anyone's feelings for being the last man we

At length they 
got their men chosen 
and set out for Par- 
aguay. Both sets of 
hghters traveled on 
the same train, and 
they gathered in ‘he 
dining car and made 
merry, drinking 
champagne together, 
until. they reached 
the station where the 
revolutionists had to 
get off. 

Colonel Lamb found himself under 

. colonel who had never been in the 
air and knew nothing whatever about 
what airplanes cou!d and could not do. 
And one day this non-flying colonel 
was vastly excited to see two airplanes 
over the airdrome—one a_ federal 
plane piloted by one of Colonel Lamb's 
men, an English veteran named Stew- 
art, and the other a plane manned by 
a revolutionist. 

For some time the two planes chased 
each other about the skies. Bursts of machine 
gun fire could be plainly heard on the ground. 
At last the revolutionary plane went into a 
spin, straightened out, went into another spin 
and disappeared over the skyline, with Stewart 
on its tail, firing steadily. 


TEWART returned, presently, and landed. 
The Paraguayan colonel was delighted, 
called him “‘the greatest hero of Paraguay,” 
and presented the flying corps with a case of 
champagne, which was promptly consumed. 


Colonel Lamb drew Stewart aside to scold him 
for shooting down one of their friends; but 
Stewart interrupted: 

‘Just a moment, old sock, ouah friend was 
no moah hurt than you are at this moment. 
Neither of us fired except when we were jolly 
well sure that the other would not be hit; just 
fawncy the time required for the sound of the 
firing to reach the ground. I followed the 
blighter down to about a hundred feet, when 
he waved his hand and started hedge-hopping 
for the hills.’’ 

The flyers then all got together and ar- 
ranged things. 

“From that day,” writes Colonel Lamb, “‘it 
was tacitly understood that when flying over 
enemy territory we, likewise, were to be always 
defeated. A few days later we read the ofh- 
cial report of Stewart ‘knocking down’ one of 
the rebel machines, with a fine commendation 
of his valor—one case of champagne to the 
account of Captain Stewart. 

“Each time a machine fell the old colonel 
opened a case of champagne in honor of the 
occasion and made a long official report. 1 was 
shot down five times in the same manner when 
well away from the irdrome, and in turn shot 
down seven of my friends. 

“The colonel never seemed to grow suspi- 
cious of the numerous victories we piled up, 
and a case of champagne was always forth- 
coming. Some real ground strafing, bombing 
and reconnaissance was done, incidentally.” 

The home-made bombs they used caused the 
air force's one casualty. This same Stewart 
tossed one one day and it exploded prematurely, 
wrecking his plane and causing his death. 

The war ended, eventually, with the revolu 
tionists put to rout. 

“We had 48 official victories to our credit,” 
writes Colonel Lamb, “regardless of the fact 
that the enemy had purchased a total of only 
six planes.”

$6A LAS!’ moaned the queenly Ganna Walska, 

r . A mournfully plunking a random key of her 
7 piano, “‘alas! one does not learn how to 
Sing until one is middle-aged. And by then the 
voice has begun to fail.” 

The observation.may have had a double sig- 

nificance. It may mean that the niche occupied 
so turbulently and so long by Ganna’s yearning 
to be a great diva has been filled. by a new but 
no. less searing enthusiasm. Ganna, who married 
$125,000,000 in the course of four marriages, 
seems now wedded to an obsession that La 
Comptesse de Castigilone—dead thirty-five years 
—js hovering, shining and closely kin to her, just 
outside the door. 
» '*T have always favored the costumes of the 
Second Empire,” Ganna said, talking frankly and 
exclusively for this magazine. ‘“‘You remember— 
or you may not remember—that I began wearing 
costumes based on the styles of that time, regard- 
less of shifting modern fashions, almost twenty 
years ago. 1 was a-child, really, then. 

“It was not until much later that I discovered 
how I resembled, in appearance, that famous 
Countess, Castiglione. It was then that 1 began 
to collect her relics. It was then that 1 began to 
feel. the spell of that strange, memorable 
woman,” 

Indeed, Mme. Walska does fit the period. 
The shade-of the Empress Eugenie, passing her 
on the street, would perforce nod in recognition— 
despite the fact that the Empress and Castiglione 
were bitter rivals for the affections of the fickle 
Napoleon III. Ganna often parts her hair in the 
middle, as that-vanished age dictated.; there are 
the suggestions of curls, onoccasion. The decollet- 
age she.affects is daring, Just as Castiglione’s 
was—there are the tiered skirt, the ruffles, the 
Narrower-than-normal waistline. All these 
touches are subdued, a bit modernized, but un- 
mistakable. 

“T-have scoured.the Continent for years,” she 
went on,.“‘trying to collect every single item.of 


——— — 


‘la Comptesse which was among her effects at 


death. I have read history long and late, trying 
to project myself back into that fascinating era. 
It isn’t difficult, you know, for me. Not with those 
charming relics near. Since that night when the 
old duke bowed reverently, kissed my hand and 
murmured, ‘Comptesse!’ 1 have been increasingly 
absorbed. When the old duke saw me the pas- 
sage of the years was swept aside, he actually 
believed I was Castiglione! He was befuddled— 


well, it happened.” 


The astonishing parallels existing between 
Ganna and Castiglione were remarked last week 
and some of them were described in detail for 
the first time. Others will follow in this chronicle, 
some revealed by the lips of Walska herself. Yet 


there is one point upon which it-is to be hoped 


the careers of the two beauties may sharply 
diverge. 


| REFER to the circumstances'of la Comptesse de 

Castiglione’s death. After the fall of the Sec- 
ond Empire which Castiglione had so brilliantly 
decorated, she swore a great oath: “The light of 
day shall never fall on my face while this vulgar 
republic lasts!’ And she kept her contemptudus 
pledge, holding close to her small and dingy flat 
above Voisin’s restaurant in Paris through the 
daylight hours. She died there after a recluse’s 
existence of nearly thirty-five years. And 
although she retained her beauty to a great.age, 
she would have no mirror in her apartment after 
the passing of her heyday. 


Ganna Walska shrugged. when the possibility 
of a comparable fate was broached delicately. 
She sat in her expensively draped New York 
salon. A liveried butler hovered just within call, 
eager to do her bidding. Upstairs two trained 
and considerate maids tinkered about her bou- 
doir—they had passed the salon door on errands 
from time to time. At the curb before her 
consciously, antique and weathered house on 
Park Avenue waited a brand-new limousine of 
the most fashionable make in the world. 


It seemed an unthinkable eventuality-—that 
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LADY OF MYSTERY 
Zuloaga’s Famous Painting of La Marchesa Casati, 
Whose Daring Didoes Stunned Even Paris. She 
Sold the Castiglione Collection to Ganna Walska. 


Ganna Walska, the obscure Polish lass who had 
risen by the magnetic power of her beauty into 
command of millions, should ever know poverty 
or any gloom deeper than the defeat of her 
operatic ambitions has brought. Yet I believe 
that she is so powerfully inoculated with the 
aura of la Comptesse de Castiglione that she 
would\be willing to face any disaster that being 
right in her weird conviction of kinship and par- 
allel destiny could entail! 

“TI do wish you could have seen my play, ‘La 
Castiglione.’ You know, I had Regis Gignou, the 
noted French playwright, compose me a nine-act 
comedy. I wanted it for my ‘Theater de Champs 
Elysee’, and you really should have seen me in 
the leading role to realize what I mean when I 
say I feel the spirit of the Countess all around 
me, even now. 


“WHY, behind the footlights in that play, I had 

the curious conviction, often, that 1 WAS 
Castiglione. It was eerie and a bit unnerving. 
The lady’s essence seemed to be pervading my 
mind and life.’’ 

She laughed—the gracious, civilized laugh of 
the hostess accustomed to resplendent gather- 
ings. Once again she touched, dreamily, a key 
of the old piano which is her favorite, The tone 
was mellow, nostalgic. It is almost superfluous to 
remark that the little instrument was once the 
property of none but the captivating Castiglione 
herself. Many a time the Countess must‘have sat,

tzinly did not need the money, he announced that 
he would be at home—for a $35 fee—to society 
matrons who wished ‘conversational counsel in 
French poetry, literature and beauty.” His hotel 
suite was mobbed by debutantes and dowagers 
eager for additional polish—and he even ac- 
quired a shocking anomaly for the time: a press 
agent! 


AND the Marchesa Casati! Ten years ago she 

bought the Castiglione relics at Montesquieu’s 
death, as another slave to the romantic influence 
of the dead beauty. The Marchesa was .perhaps 
the most unconventional celebrity in Paris, city 
of unconventional celebrities. Some of her par- 
ties and eccentricities have never been sur- 
passed. 

That she traveled about with a live tigress 
for a pet was the least of her didoes. Once she 
became offended at the chance remark of a 
nobleman visiting her chateau and forced him 
to doff his clothes and take a statuesque pose in 
her garden for several hours by way of expia- 
tion. Her villa in Florida, for which she imported 
Venetian gondoliers for the canals and which she

But diplomatic circles have added one Casati 
performance to their permanent lore of anecdote. 
Her Parisian fetes and soirees had reached a 
mad abandon sufficient to shock the good bour- 
geois citizens of the city—who still form a good 
part of the population, despite contrary legend. 
“After one particularly startling dawn-to-dawn 
“nudist ball,’’ the Italian Ambassador felt bound 
to call upon the Marchesa to see for himself 
whether the goings-on of this prominent fellow- 
countrywoman had reached the proportions of a 
palpable scandal, 

La Marchesa, smiling sweetly, is said to have 
greeted the silk-hatted and flustered diplomat in 
her drawing room. She swung a large Italian fan 
before her as she denied the charges. The fan was 
absolutely her only adornment! That's the story, 

But back to Ganna, the current vivid curator 
of Castiglioniana

her death. Why do I admire 
her? Not because she was 
beautiful, though that is reason 
enough, but because of her 
brain! It is a bit ironical that 
Castiglione should be remem- 
bered mostly as a glittering 
courtesan. 

“She was that—and much, 
much more. No one could say 
that sheer intelligence wasn’t 
necessary to whip Italy, a 
hodgepodge of jealous, antago- 
nistic kingdoms and_ states, 
into the uinted country it has 
remained until today. True,the «© 
King of Piedmont was in love # 
with Castiglione, just as 
was Napoleon III, but the 
countess exercised a mon- 
umental shrewdness and 
never-flagging diplomacy in 
the case of both rulers. 

“She made them do her 
bidding. A united Italy was 
the result—and no history 
will tell you otherwise, at 
least by inference. She used 
her immemorial wiles upon 
King*Victor Emmanuel and 
he became so _ possessed 
with love of her that he 
openly paid her extrava- 
gant homage. But the re- 
sult of the alliance, none 
can deny, was a triumph of 
statesmanship. 

“Not only that. The 
Countess was one of the 
first to take up photog- 
raphy as an art. The mod- 
ern cameramen with their impressionistic studies, 
all go back to the lenses of Castiglione, who 
proved that this was an art. She turned her 
camera upon individual portions of the anatomy 
and preserved for all posterity her separate 
charms—hands, feet, lips, eyes, nose, ears and 
so on. Did not Rodin corroborate the artistic 
merit of this revolutionary treatment of the 
body ? ) 

“No, I admire Castiglione as an intelligence 
of the highest type. If she lived today, she would 
be a notable champion of women’s rights to 
liberty and indjvidual dignity of occupation and 
domicile.”

No. 56—‘“Adoni-bezek’s Thumbs and Great Toes Cut Off.”—After the defeat of the Canaanite kings and the burning of their chariots, the 
land of Canaan was divided by lot among the children of Israel.| The tabernacle was set up at Shiloh (Joshua xviii) and in an assembly of the 
tribes under Joshua at Shechem (Joshua xxiv) the covenant with God wa# renewed. Joshua died at the age of 110 years and was buried in 
Timnathserah. ‘Now after the death of Joshua it came to pass, that the children of Israel asked the Lord, saying, Who shall go up for us 
against the Canaanites first, to fight against them? And the Lord said, Judah shall go up: behold, I have delivered the land into his hand. And 
Judah said unto Simeon his brother, Come up with me into my lot, that we may fight against the Canaanites; and I likewise will go with thee 
inte thy lot. So Simeon went with him. And Judah went up; and the Lord delivered the Canaanites and the Perizzites into their hand: and 
they slew of them in Bezek ten thousand men.
